If it is required that he remain 
abroad for a longer time, the Alien Affairs Staff should be consulted as to 
the possibility of other arrangement s . 

3* It should be noted that, if the alien is to remain outside the United 
States for more than one (l) year, your office should consult with the Alien / 

• '** Affairs Staff to obtain the benefits of Section 316(b) of the Immigration and 

Nationality Act which permits an alien employed by the Government to count 
the time spent abroad toward his residence requirements for naturalization . 

It is pointed out that an application for these benefits should be submitted 
to this office prior to the alien's departure.
